MAKING. WITCH 
HAZEL ENRICHES 
~—ASWALL TOWN 


Bushy Plants Grow in Low 
Lands and Swamps and 
Bloom in Autumn, 


Hartford, Conn, Nov. Now 
that the heavy farm work of the sea- 
son Js over, many of the young men in 
the towns and vilkures alone the Con- 
necticut river in the southern part of 
the state, are busy cutting witch hazel 
bush in the swamps and lowlends back 
of the cultivated farms. Vhe manu- 
facture of witch hazel is one of the 
sreat industries of Connecticut, and the 
town of Essex, on the «Connecticut 
river, a few miles north of its mouth, 
is ‘the world's largest factory centre, . 

The largest storehouse for witeh 
hazel extract is there and frequently 
over six thousand barrels of the fluld 
‘s stored in it at'a time. From Essex 
the extract is shipped all over the 
world, a large quantity going to Paris, 
where it is used in the manufacture of 
tollet preparations; but there is always 
enough left to supply the barber shops 
of the United States, for the barber 
trade “of the country consumes thou- 
sands of gallons, 

The witch hazel plant, known to 
botany as hamamelis virginiana, grows 
in rocky swamps and blooms late in 
the fall.” It is found all the way from 
Louisiana to Canada, but by some 
frealc of nature It seems to enjoy the 
Cimate of Connecticut more than that 
of any other state, and since its medi- 
cal qualities were discovered, over’ a 
half century ago by a minister of Is- 
sex, the Rey. Thomas Dickinson, it 
has added materially to the wealth and 
activity of this state, 

Mr. Dickinson distilled witch hazel 
about. the middle of last century, and 
his neighbors found {t so good that 
others quickly took up the business on 
more ambitious ines. He also distilled 
oll of black bireh, which Is knownscom- 
mercially as ofl of evergreen, and In 
late years this has also grown to be 
a large industry about Es‘ex, Chester 
and Clinton, 

The cutting of witeh hazel is a 
e of considerable income to the 
farmers and helpers in Middlesex and 
New London counties. The pay ts 
about $8.60 a ton or about $5.85 for a 
good load. An acre of swamp land, 
says The Rural New Yorker,whero the 
brush grows thickly, will yield about 
half a ton or a ttle more. 

It is estimated that 16 acres yield 
from 8 to 10 tons, which bring 328 to 
$35. Oxen haul the brush because they

oxen is about 8,000 pounds, It does not 
do to cut the witch hazel too thorough- 
ly from the locality in which it crows, 
for once cut it requires from three to 
five years for a new crop to attain | 
sufficient size for cutting.

FINDS REMAINS OF 
OLD INDIAN TOWNS 


New Discoveries in New Mexico are 
More Wonderful Than Villages 
of Cliff Dwellers. 


Santa Pe, N. M., Dee. 6.—Remains 
of cities of a prehistoric people, far 
beyond what was deemed the furthest 
eastern limit of the town building In- 
dians, have been reported by Father 
Julius Hartman, of the Catholic parish 
at Willard, Torrance county, to the 
School of American Archaelogy at 
Father Hartman was com- 
pelled to-give up his explorations by 
the severe weather until next spring, 
but made a survey of 60 miles of ruins 


land rock inseripfions, extending from 
jthe present Mexican village of Pinos- 


wells, Torrance county, to the Canyon 
In a region that Is desolate 
and untnhabited and touched only at 
long intervals by sheep herders. 

The ruins of the villages and com- 
munal dwellines antedate the Spanish 
ynquest of three hundred and more 
years ago, ana, yinigity trom the debris 
that covers the sites hides the 
ruins, the cities are a thousand or more 
years old. The two villages nearest to 
Pinoswells are located on a high 
mound, and the communal buildings 
are circular in form. rom the burial 
place Father Hartman took skeletons, 
funeral urns, pottery, stone implements 
and weapons and other reles charac- 
teristic of the prehistoric town build- 
The pie- 
tographs on the granite walls, how- 
ever, are apparently more connected 
and more vigorous than those found in 
the famous cliff dwellings west of 
Santa Fe. They depict scenes of the 
hunt and are interspersed with sym- 
bolic figures, such as the plumed ser- 
pent, the thunder clouds and forked 
lightning.

“Take for cxample lots up in Nor- 
wood three years ago. Between four 
and seven hundred was a good price 
for a lot just off the boulevard in those 
days; a year ago this spring those 


‘same lots were selling at between fif- 


teen and eighteen hundred, These 
prices were especially quoted by the 
eastern loan companies as an exam- 
ple of Inflation. Well, In spite of a 
year’s stress and in spite of the prog- 
nostications of the wise men of. the 
east, these values have not decreased 
ncr have values in general gone down, 
except in cases of individual owners, 
who were temporarily hard up and had 
to sell at a sacrifice below the real 
market value. 

“From my own personal knowledge,” 
Mr, Gmith went on to say, “[ know of 
one loan and trust company which will 
have loaned very nearly $400,000 be- 
fore the current year is ended. ‘The 
money will be loaned almost exclusive- 
ly to owners wishing to Improve their 
property. or a year past this same 
compeny has refused to lend a cent on 
Fdmenton real estate, so you see things 
look brighter.” 

Mr. Smith is of the opinion that by 
the time spring arrives, the contract- 
ters and owners will have very little 
trouble in negotiating progressive 
loans from the various big loan and 
trust companies deing business in Ed- 
monton. “They have at last come to 
realize,” said Mr. Smith in conclusion, 
“that the values of a year ago were 
and real and they are preparing 
to loosen the purse strings.”

SHEARD FINED $100 
AND GETS A MONTH | 
Claimed That He Took Money Because | 
Prisoner Drank—Story Not 
Accepted. 


“As you have a wife and children 
dependent upon you, I will be as len- 
ient as possible to you, but I cannot 
see how I can let you off on suspend- 
ed sentence on this charge. I there- 
fore sentence you to one week's im- 
prisonment in the Fort jal], and In ad- } 
dition I will fine you $100 and_ costs, | 
and if the fine is not paid you will 
serve two months additional.” 

These words spoken by Judge Tay- 
lor, in the district Court, thls morning, 
settled the fate of H. H. Sheard, who 
had been charged with stealing the 
sum of $17 from Belle Allison. The 
complainant swore that the accused 
had taken the money from her while 
she was in his house, aud that he re- 
fused to return It to her, She further 
aileged that she had been rooming in 
the house owned by the accused, and 
that she was getting a bad name by 
staying there. She therefore decided 
to move to some other place, and, as 
the prisoner did not want her to leave, 
he took the money away from her in 
the hope that she would stay in his 
house, 

The accused, who was represented 
by C. A. Grant, K.C., stated that the 
reason that. he took the money away 
from her was, not-hecause he wanted 
the money, but rather because she was 
under the influence of liquor, and that 
he merely took the money for safe- 
keeping. However, it was preved that 
some weeks had elapsed and that he 
had made no effort to restore the mo- 
ney to the complainant, although he 
had been advised to do so by the po- 
Hee.
